More and more wood has been need ed with ad ­ 
v ancing civ ilization ev er since the cav e-man first 
u sed a wood en clu b. The recent rapid d ev elop­ 
m ent of su bstitu tes, which brou ght tim berland 
owners, for whom the growing of trees repre­ 
sents a long-term inv estm ent, face to face with 
the qu estion of the fu tu re need Qf timber, has 
not changed the trend of d ev elopment in the 
u se of wood .

The m anu factu re of paper and other 
prod u cts frojn wood pu lp, which consu med prac­ 
tically no wood 40 y ears ago, now tak es the equ iv ­ 
alent of more than 2 billion board feet from ou r 
forests, besid es an equ al or greater am ou nt in 
the form of imported wood , pu lp and paper. Wood 
is now being u sed in any nu mber of new way s, 
for ex ample, in the m anu factu re of ray on and 
v iscose sau sage casings. 
The ex tent to which lack of wood has d irectly 
held back economic d ev elopment in China, has 
k ept d own the stand ard of liv ing in tha t cou ntry , 
and the United States mu st not follow in the 
footsteps of that nation, bu t we mu st grow tim ­ 
ber and m ainain a high stand ard for the fu tu re.

Battered By Savage 
Blows Of B r o w n 
Bomber, Levinsky 
Requests Bout Be 
Halted

Comiskey Park, Chicago, Aug 7 
{/P) — King Levinsky tonight 
w ent the way of all flesh tha t 
has contacted the lethal blows of 
Joô Louis, D etroit’s sensational 
brown bomber. 
A fter two m inutes and 21 sec­ 
onds of fighting, Levitsky, ba t­ 
tered to the floor three tim es, 
squatted on the ropes of the ring 
and pleaded for mercy. Chicago’s 
glorified ex -fish peddler, hope­ 
lessly beaten in those ex citing 
two m inutes, sat on the bottom 
rope of the ring in a neutral 
corner, and appealed to N orm an 
M cG arrity to stop the battle. 
“D on’t let him hit me again. I 
am through,” Levinsky pleaded 
through chalk-like lips. 
Louis, fighting savagely from 
the start, stood immobile, w ait­ 
ing for Levinsky to get up as he 
gazed into the far recesses of 
Comiskey park, hom e of 
the 
W hite Sox , tha t held 40,000 be­ 
wildered spectators. 
Referee M cG arrity took the 
beaten Levinsky by the arm and 
helped him to his corner and 
into the arm s of his stunned 
handlers.

The St. Louis C ardinals found
